appointed Ambassador to Cu¬ 
ba, he was instructed to ac¬ 
cept biiellng from Herbert 
Matthews, who was not con¬ 
nected with the State Bepart^ 
ment but Wis « New York 
Times reporter. This is what 
Matthews has to say on the 
subject: 

•"The fact that I was sup¬ 
posed to have briefed Earl 
Smith before he went to 
Cuba came up somewhat 
sensationally in 1060, and es¬ 
pecially in the Senate sub¬ 
committee hearing which I 
have already mentioned. 
Arthur Gardner, who ap¬ 
parently did not approve of 
his successor, first testified 
that 'he (meaning me) briefed 
Earl Smith.’” 

As I, not Arthur Gardner, 
am responsible for first call¬ 
ing attention to the briefing 
of Smitb by MatthewSt where¬ 
in have I sinned? Alter cit¬ 
ing Smith’s testimony before 
the aforesaid Senate sub¬ 
committee to the effect: 

"Mr. Sourwine: Is it true, 
sir, that you were instructed 
to get a briefing on your new 
job as Ambassador to Cuba 
from Herbert Matthews of 
the New York Times? 

"Mr. Smith: Yes, that is 
correct. 

Mr. Sourwine: Who gave 
you these Instructions? 

"Mr. Smith: William Wie- 
land, Director of the Carib¬ 
bean Division and Mexico.” 

THERE IS more to tMs, 
but what is significant is 
that Herbert Matthews ad¬ 
mits to the truth of Smith’s 
testimony and if Smith was 
truthful, I was—^for I wrote 
of this, not in 1060 but in 
1059. Matthews says: 

"Allowing for a sour note 
or two. this was accurate 
testimony. It w as correc t in¬ 


formation and good advice 
that 1 gave to Earl Smith, and 
It was a pity that neither he 
nor the State Department 
based their policies on it.” 

t cannot go into the conse¬ 
quences of the State Depart¬ 
ment and Earl E, T, Smith 
not taking Herbert Mat¬ 
thews’s advice. I, too, have 
been a free advice-giver in 
my years and have also suf¬ 
fered the chagrin of watch¬ 
ing men make their own mis¬ 
takes. Had they chosen to 
follow my advice, fate might 
have smiled upon them. 

Herbert Matthews says: 

"It was, and is, a great in¬ 
justice to two devoted and 
competent United States of¬ 
ficials to blame them, arf 
Gardner, Smith, Senatoil 
Eastland and Dodd, ex-Ami 
bassador Hill of Mexico, 
Pawley, the tycoon, and many 
columnists have done for the 
defeat of Batista and the tri¬ 
umph of Castro. I refer to 
Assistant Secretary of State 
Roy R. Rubottom and Wil¬ 
liam Wieland, who is men¬ 
tioned above.” 

II it is unjust to blame Roy 
H. Rubottom and William 
Wieland, why does not the 
Senate publish their testi¬ 
mony and the testimony 
concerning them? I have in¬ 
quired a dozen times for this 
testimony and have been 
told that it would one day be 
published. Who has request¬ 
ed the Senate subcommittee 
to refrain frcwn making this 
evidence public? Is the testi¬ 
mony too awful for publica¬ 
tion? Would it embarrass the 
State Department too much? 
Perhaps, if the record were 
published, Matthews* v a r i- 
ous statements might be ccp- 
firmed, or If not, ihm 
might be a serious scandal. 
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
